DESCRIPTION:

Rising 10 stories above South Hyde Park Boulevard, the East Park Towers is 
an irregular, ”U M shaped, red brick building with terra cotta trim. It has 
170' frontage on South Hyde Park Boulevard and 140* on East o3rd Street. 

The main wings and center section each have three bays, the wings featuring 
slightly curved corners on the south side and containing panels of windows 
grouped in threes. All the windows in the upper levels are wood, double 
hung (6/1). 

The stylistic inspiration for the building ranges from Georgian as used in 
the Palladian windows at the first level and the quomed terra cotta trim 
outlining some of the vertical bays - to the Mission style terra cotta trim 
used at the parapet level. Other noteworthy design features include the 
series of balconies running up the center bay of the south wing, and the 
horizontal brick and terra cotta design utilized above the terra cotta belt 
course at the top level of the building. 

There are several shops at the first level along the 53rd Street facade. The 
upper levels contain 135 apartment units. (9 2BR, 54 1 BR and 40 studios) 



SIGNIFICANCE: 

The East Park Towers is significant due to the imaginative design solution 
that its architect, William P. Doerr, used to take advantage of the irregular, 
pie shaped lot on which the building is located. The building s shape and 
the use of angled corners on the two major wings are skillfully executed in 
reflection of the site with which the architect was presented. In addition 
to the successful blending of several popular design forms of the era, the 
architect brought a surprisingly intimate residential quality to the Georgian 
styled first floor elevation, expressed in terra cotta and wood.
